Paris, April 
21.—Germany 
has 
asked the interallied 
conference 
at San Kendo to increase from 100,- 
0(10 to 200,000 men the standing 
army provided for Germany by the 
terms of the Treaty of Versailles. 
The request was contained in a 
note handed to the French foreign 
office last evening with the demand 
it be sent to the supreme council 
at San Fie mo. 
The note sets forth that an in­ 
creased force was necessary 
for 
maintenance of order in the in­ 
terior and that furthermore 
the 
army would not accept an order 
for its dissolution. 
Tile note further requests that 
Germany be allowed to retain the 
general staff and corps of officers, 
which means the entire frame work 
of the entire active army.

Striking rail­ 
road men in the Chicago district 
refused today to vote on the ques­ 
tion of returning to work. 
All ef­ 
forts of a committee of strike lead­ 
ers to obtain action failed. 
J. M. 
Keeney, It. S. Murphy and Shan­ 
non Jones, three of the strike lead­ 
ers, arrested last week, made the 
appeal for a return to work at a 
m ass meeting of jjiriking 
yard­ 
men. 
They wefe*" greeted 
with 
cries of “Sold!” 
“Outside,” 
and 
“ W here’s Grunau?” 
Jones explained that efforts to 
obtain the release of John Grunau, 
president of the Chicago yardmen’s 
association from Joliet jail on bond 
had not succeeded. 
Murphy, waving 
an 
American 
flag, took the floor to declare he 
“ would not fight the American gov­ 
ernm ent.” 
He was greeted with 
cat-calls and hisses. 
Union leaders declared after the 
m eeting they were helpless to or­ 
der the men back to work. 
A police lieutenant declared the 
m eeting adjourned after the strike 
leaders had been refused a hear­ 
ing. 
He announced that no “rump- 
m eeting” would be permitted. 


Bv Associated Press. 
Washington, April 21.— After a 
conference today republican lead­ 
ers in the house said the soldier 
relief legislation would l>e taken 
up in the house May 3, under a 
suspension of the rules with de­ 
bate limited to forty minutes and 
permission refused for the offering 
of either amendments or substi­ 
tutes. 
Today s conference w*as said by 
tln* leaders to have shown that 
“the insurgent” republicans, who 
have called a party conference for 
tomorrow night because of dissat­ 
isfaction over certain features of 
the proposed bill could not block 
the original plan. 
The ways and means committee 
is expected to report a composite 
bill to the house next w’eek, pro­ 
viding for /a s h compensation at 
$1.25 for each day’s service, includ­ 
ing Hie first two months. 
Telegrams were sent out today 
to a1! absent republicans directing 
them to be present and urging as 
many as possible to return for the 
conference tomorrow 
night. 
Al­ 
though much opposition is expected 
to develop in the conference over 
the proposal to raise necessary rev­ 
enue through a gross sales tax, 
leaders today expressed the belief 
the plan would be approved.

Joplin, Mo., April 21.— Missouri 
democracy will step formally into 
the 1020 political campaign at the 
state party convention here tomor­ 
row. 
^ 
The last of the congressionalgdis- 
tiict conventions to elect* delegates 
to the state meeting #have 
been 
held. and already party leaders are 
arriving to put the finishing touch­ 
es to the program here. 
Governor Frederick D. Gardner 
has been invited to act as tempor­ 
ary chairman and to deliver the 
keynote speech. 
It is understood 
the governor is scheduled to be 
permanent chairman of the conven­ 
tion, the principal 
business 
of 
which will be the selection of del- 
egates-at-large 
and 
district 
dele­ 
gates to the national convention; 
the naming of a national commit­ 
teeman to succeed Edward F. Goi- 
tra of St. Louis, and the adoption 
of a platform. 
For the first time in Missouri’s 
political history, women will par­ 
ticipate in the deliberations of the 
conventions and have representa­ 
tion among the national convention 
delegates. 
Party leaders 
declare 
there will he eight delegates sent 
to the national convention, each 
with half a vote and that four of 
them will be women. 
All district 
delegates will be chosen in caucus 
and their election must be ratified 
by the convention as a whole. 
In addition to Governor Gardner, 
Governor James Cox of Ohio, can­ 
didate for the democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination, David R. Francis, 
of Missouri, former United States 
ambassador 
to Russia 
and Con- 
gressamn Champ Clark, of Missouri 
are among the widely known party 
members expected to attend and 
address the convention.

Back to Work at Once. 
W ashington, April 21.—An agree­ 
ment with the railroad brotherhood 
unions under which the striking 
railroad workers in New* York will 
return to work immediately was 
announced here today by Edward 
McHugh, spokesman for the strik­ 
ers. 
Mr. McHugh said 
he 
had 
abandoned the effort to have the 
case of the New' York men taken 
up separately by the railroad labor 
board 
and 
that 
his 
committee 
would return to New' York today, 
leaving thtyr case to the leaders 
of the regular brotherhoods. 


Washington, April 
21.—Conflict 
between republicans and democrats 
on soldier relief legislation broke 
out iii the house yesterday after 
Chairman Good of the Appropria­ 
tions Committee had warned mem­ 
bers that to put through a cash 
bonus would “bring down the wrath 
of 100,000,000 men, women and chil­ 
dren.” 
“The greatest badge 
that 
the 
American soldier will wear,” Rep­ 
resentative Good declared, “will be 
the badge of sacrifice and not the 
badge of a bonus.” 
The open light over the legisla­ 
tion started when 
Representative 
Mondell of Wyoming, 
Republican 
leader, in opposing “any wild enter­ 
prises 
costing 
many 
millions,” 
charged that the Democrats wrere 
attempting “to foist an extrava­ 
gant plan on the Republican House 
for political reasons.” 
The statem ent of the Republican 
leader brought a quick reply from 
Representative Garner 
of 
Texas, 
the Democratic w hip, who attacked 
the Republican sales lax plan for 
raising the needed revenues, declar­ 
ing the Republicans w'ere planning 
“to place a tax oil tho backs and 
bellies of tile people, instead of 
taking it from pockets of those best 
able to pay.” 
Another development iii connec­ 
tion with bonus legislation was call­ 
ing 
by 
Representative 
Towner, 
Iowa. secretary of the Republican 
Caucus Committee, of a party con­ 
ference Thursday night to consider 
this legislation. 
His action was iii 
response to a demand from two- 
seore Republican 
members, 
who 
were said to be dissatisfied with 
the work of tho House W c /s and 
Means Committee iii framing the 
legislation. 


Delay May Result. 
W ashington, April 21.—Tho pos­ 
sibility of several months delay iii 
the settlement of the wage demands 
of two million railroad workers de­ 
veloped today in discussions 
be­ 
tween representatives of the rail­ 
roads and the brotherhoods before 
the railroad labor board. 
E. T. Whiter, chairman of 
the 
wage commission of the 
Associa­ 
tion of Railway Executives, said 
considerable time 
would be 
re­ 
quired for the roads 
to 
gather 
necessary data to place before the 
board and that answers to a ques 
tionn aire sent out by his associa­ 
tion could not be obtained under 
three mouths. 
I. E. Sheppard, president of the 
Conductors Brotherhood, said that 
since the dispute had been pend­ 
ing sixteen months the roads had 
had time to gather all necessary 
information. 
Declaring that the roads could 
delay settlem ent of the disputes 
for twelve months W. 
N. Doak. 
vice president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, said every 
m onth’s ti*‘lux meant the savings til 
m illions of dollars by the roads, lit* 
warned that further delay would 
add to the unrest among railroad 
men. 
Chairman Barton said the board 
would expedite matters as quickly 
us possible 
and 
that 
hearings 
would continue for the present un­ 
interruptedly. 
Before adjourning 
the board took under advisement 
the suggestions that the 
railroad 
send out questionnaires as to the 
effect of the proposed w’age 
in­ 
creases on operating expenses.
